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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The amendment and response filed 4/1 1/08 have been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment and response 4/1 1/08 bring the application into condition for allowance. 
The amendment overcomes the 1 12 rejection. Also, the specification, in view of the 
response, makes it clear that the medium in claim 21 is definitely a storage medium and 
statutory subject matter, so the 101 rejection is overcome. It is also noted that claim 1 
recites a preview display and thus there is not any 101 issue regarding claim 1 . 
Furthermore, the amendment adds language to independent claim 1 (data presentation 
system) bringing out the plural non-homogeneous sets, so that each of the at least two 
different sets must have a different at least one of text, task, project, etc. Also the data, 
files, documents are specifically rendered on the axis, and the users inspect, probe, and 
navigate among the subcomponents. The features all combined, including the 
decomposition features and the reduced latency in real time, are not set forth in the 
prior art of record.
